“Il. Purpose 

The purpose of the Council is to provide policy guidance for, and 
exercise oversight with respect to, activities under the job training plan for 
its service delivery area in partnership with the Department of Labor and 
Industry as the Governor's agent within its service delivery area. 

The Council, in accordance with an agreement or agreements with the 
Department shall have responsibilities including, but not limited to: 

A. determine procedures for the development of the job training plan; 

B. select a grant recipient and entity to administer the job training 
plan; 

C. provide oversight including review, monitoring, and evaluation of 
the programs conducted under the job training plan in accordance 
with procedures established by the Council; 

D. job training plan prior to submission to the Governor; 
develop the Wagner-Peyser Plan jointly with the employment 
service.

The Council shall exist until June 21, 1985.
